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J ohnson 
businesses 
victims 
of scam

PAINTSVILLE — Several busi- 
nesses in Johnson County have been 
victimized by an individual through 
a method termed a “quick change 
scam” by the Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office. 

As a result of the scam, the busi- 
nesses have been taken for approxi- 
mately $400, according to the sher- 
iff’s office. 

The agency issued a press release 
after being contacted by the busi- 
nesses when they discovered they 
were victims. 

The suspect is described as being 
a black male, approximately 5’ 11” 
tall, and weighing approximately 
170 pounds. 

In the press release, the sheriff’s 
office explained that a “quick 
change scam” typically involves a 
con artist who confuses a cashier by 
paying with a large denomination 
bill and then changes his mind sev- 
eral times about how he wants the 
change returned to him. 

In Johnson County, the suspect 
attempted to pay for items with a 
$100 bill, then asked the cashier to 
see the bill, alleging he had a phone 
number written on it and that he 
needed it, the report said. The 
cashier returned the bill and then he 
asked for change for a different bill 
and continued the exchange for sev- 
eral minutes. 

Throughout the scam, he was 
attempting to confuse the cashier,

Woman's birthday not so 
happy after car catches fire

LOUISA — No injuries were reported when a 
woman and her son narrowly escaped a burning 
vehicle as they coasted into the Valero Gas Station 
and convenience store along Rt. 23 in Louisa Thurs- 
day. 

Lawrence County resident Ruby Scott said it was 
her birthday, and she and her son James were on 
their way to another family member’s house for a 
birthday party when it happened. 

“We were driving and the car had been running 
hot, but we turned off the heater and it seemed to be 
fine,” Scott said at the scene. “This is actually my 
boyfriend’s car, and I hate that it happened. We ran 
out of gas and just coasted in here and I came inside 
to call, but then when I looked out the window, I saw 
fire dropping onto the ground from the vehicle and 
went back outside to get my son out of the car. He 



saw the smoke coming from under the hood and got 
out. The next thing you know it was burning. Who 
knows, it may have already been on fire while we 
were driving down the highway.” 

Lawrence County Sheriff Garrett Roberts 
responded to the scene along with the Cherryville 
and Louisa fire departments, because the vehicle 
was located in close proximity to gas pumps, a fuel 
tanker and the convenience store. Before the fire 
was completely extinguished, it began popping, and 
at one point a part from the vehicle blasted off and 
hit the door on the front of the store, a clerk said. No 
serious damages were reported. 

After extinguishing the fire on the exterior, fire- 
fighters had to put the fire out from under the hood. 
After the fire was completely extinguished, the 
vehicle was towed from the scene. 

“This is not turning out to be a very good birth- 
day,” Scott said. “It scared me to death. At least we 
weren’t hurt.” 



Superintendent's contract renewed

LOUISA — The Lawrence County Board of 
Education approved a four-year contract renewal 
for Lawrence County School Superintendent 
Mike Armstrong at its January meeting last week, 
and some parents and residents are upset with the 
terms of the pact. 

The contract runs from July 1 of this year 
through June 30, 2017. Terms of the contract 
include a salary of $110,000; health insurance 



coverage; expenses approved by the board that 
are related to his employment; professional and 
civic dues related to the job of superintendent; a 
vehicle for exclusive business use as superinten- 
dent; reimbursement for mileage when he must 
use his personal vehicle for school district busi- 
ness; retirement benefits; and reimbursement for 
computer equipment, a cell phone or smart phone, 
Internet services and other necessary communica- 
tion services.

PIKEVILLE — The trial date for 
the owners and doctors of a former 
Floyd County pain management 
clinic charged with drug offenses 
has been rescheduled. 

Ray Douglas Stapleton, Tina 
Marie Stapleton and Drs. Stephen C. 
Arny and Emmanuel Galang Acosta 
were set to stand trial Feb. 11 in U.S. 
District Court at Pikeville. But 
Judge Amul R. Thapar continued the 
trial to June 17 in an order entered 
last week. 

The Stapletons, who owned Auto 
Accident and Health Care at Auxier, 
and the doctors were named in a 
federal indictment issued last Sep- 
tember charging them with conspir- 
ing to unlawfully dispense prescrip- 
tion drugs at the clinic. 

They are charged with illegally 
dispensing Oxycodone, Hydrocodo- 
ne and Xanax from July 2011 
through June 30, 2012. 

The indictment alleges that the 
Stapletons opened and operated 
Auto Accident and Health Care for 
the purpose of illegally distributing 
controlled substances. 

In addition, Ray Douglas Staple- 
ton is charged with possessing with

Men convicted of sex 
crimes up for parole

INEZ — Two men convicted in Martin 
County in 2009 on sexual abuse-related 
offenses will face the Kentucky Parole 
Board in February. 

Grant Nichols, 59, entered a guilty plea 
in February 2009 to sodomizing a minor 32 
years earlier and was sentenced to 10 years. 

An indictment issued in April 2008 
charged Nichols with two counts of first- 
degree sodomy and claims that from Jan. 1, 
1976, through Dec. 31, 1976, he engaged in 
deviate sexual intercourse with a minor 
under the age of 12, while at the time being 



approximately 24 years old, by forcing the 
minor to perform oral sex on him. 

According to court records, the victim 
placed a controlled phone call to Nichols 
from Kentucky State Police Post 9 in 
Pikeville and the call was recorded. 

“During the phone conversation, Nich- 
ols made numerous references to the alle- 
gations and explained that this had hap- 
pened because he was abused as a child as 
well,” a report by Kentucky State Police 
Det. Ben Cramer said. “He explained that 
he didn’t realize the emotional pain that he 
was putting the victim through at the time.

The contract also includes 
a term life and insurance 
policy in the amount of 
$500,000 and tuition reim- 
bursement costs previously 
incurred and to be incurred 
in the future for credit hours 
toward his educational doc- 
torate degree, not to exceed 
$20,160. 

New school board mem- 
ber Heath Preston abstained 
from the contract vote, say- 
ing that he had not been a 
member of the board long 
enough nor even met every- 
one in the board’s office yet. 
He said that he hasn’t had 
time to do his due diligence 
to make an educated deci- 
sion and therefore he was 
neither for nor against it, 
until he had the opportunity 
to delve into it. 

Member Barbara Robin- 
son asked whether Preston 
had seen all the improve- 
ments in the school district. 

Preston said he didn’t 
know what the test scores 
were before and that he 
wasn’t saying he didn’t want 
Armstrong there another 
four years, but that he just 
didn’t have enough informa- 
tion on which to base a deci- 
sion. 

Preston also said that 
what he did know of Arm- 
strong is that the times he 
has interacted with him, he 
has remained very profes- 
sional and courteous, but 
that the contact he has had 
with him has been so mini- 
mal. 

Garnett Skaggs ques- 
tioned whether other school 
boards pay for term life 
insurance policies and was 
told by the board’s attorney, 
Mike Schmitt, that it isn’t 
uncommon. 

Skaggs also inquired 
about the money approved 
to reimburse Armstrong for 
classes to obtain his doctor- 
ate. 

Schmitt also said it 
wasn’t uncommon to reim- 
burse Armstrong for the 
classes he is taking to obtain 
his doctorate. 

“We’re just reimbursing 
him for tuition,” Schmitt 
said. “In Floyd County, they 
pay more than that, they pay 
for additional expenses. It’s 
generally perceived that the 
superintendent’s education 
is a benefit to the district. He 
pays tax on it, so that is kind 
of a reimbursement.” 

“Mike, that’s a shame, 
you can afford it,” retired 



teacher Ruth West said to 
Armstrong. “These other 
teachers cannot. You’re 
making over $100,000 a 
year. You, of every teacher 
in this county, can afford to 
get higher education and 
they can’t. You ought to be 
ashamed. I think these teach- 
ers are going to love this... 
love it.” 

Armstrong, responding to 
an e-mail from The Big San- 
dy News, said that working 
as a school superintendent is 
one job in education that he 
never thought he would do, 
saying it is a 24-hour-a-day, 
seven-days-a-week position. 

“Talking about school, 
promoting our students, our 
faculty and staff is some- 
thing that I’m proud and 
glad to do,” Armstrong said 
in the e-mail. “The number 
of students that always 
speaks to me in the store, at 
church and even at the funer- 
al home other than in their 
school building, that makes 
the work fun, too. People all 
across the Commonwealth 
have heard me say how 
proud I am to be the Super- 
intendent of Lawrence 
County Schools. Our stu- 
dents are learning at higher 
levels than ever before. It’s a 
daily challenge to keep all of 
the necessary pieces and 
parts headed in the same 
direction, but the challenge 
is worth it. The opportunity 
of hearing an elementary 
student read his or her library 
book for the first time and 
congratulating a high school 
senior on his or her receipt 
of a college scholarship all 
make the work both rein- 
forcing and rewarding.” 

Armstrong also addressed 
some of the concerns and 
complaints people have talk- 
ed about and contacted the 
BSN about since the approv- 
al of the contract, including 
some of the items agreed 
upon by the board in approv- 
ing the renewal of his con- 
tract. 

Parents complained that 
Armstrong lives close to the 
school and are upset that he 
was provided a vehicle in the 
contract. 

“The LCBE has provided 
the district superintendent a 
vehicle counting back at 
least 35 years and including 
the last six superintendents 
prior to me,” Armstrong 
said. “This is a usual and 
customary part of most 
every other superintendent’s 
contract. I drive the vehicle 
when conducting school 



business. When there is an 
out-of-town meeting that 
might involve several school 
employees, we share the ride 
in the board vehicle. Some 
former superintendents 
drove their board provided 
vehicle home and back. I do 
not. I drive my vehicle to 
and from work every day.” 

Armstrong said that he 
also keeps complete records 
every time he puts gas in the 
board vehicle and includes 
the mileage on the fuel state- 
ments to verify and docu- 
ment the mileage driven. 

Armstrong also respond- 
ed to complaints about his 
salary. 

“My salary is $110,000 
per year. That is the same 
salary the LCBE approved 
when I started working in 
January 2010,” Armstrong 
said. “According to the Ken- 
tucky Education Develop- 
ment Corporation, the aver- 
age salary for a Kentucky 
superintendent for the 2012- 
2013 school year is 
$119,896. I did not ask for 
an increase in my salary for 
the remaining four years of 
my new contract.” 

Armstrong also addressed 
the issue of being reim- 
bursed for his tuition. 

“The LCBE agreed to 
reimburse me for tuition one 
class at a time. This is a 
clause that a number of 
superintendents have in their 
contracts. Several superin- 
tendents have shared with 
me that their board of educa- 
tion and their community at 
large were pleased to know 
that their school superinten- 
dent chose to continue to 
learn and furthermore set- 
ting an example as a ‘life- 
long-learner,’” Armstrong 
said. “The reimbursement 
clause is only applicable 
while I complete my doctor- 
al degree. It does not increase 
my salary or my retirement 
benefits.” 

Some parents have said 
that they didn’t think the 
money should be used to 
further Armstrong’s educa- 
tion when it could be used to 
fix a leaking roof at one of 
the schools or to purchase 
books for students. 

“As any leak, malfunc- 
tion, and or broken item is 
reported, we do our best to 
see that the item is repaired 
or replaced,” Armstrong 
said. “Regarding textbooks, 
the General Assembly has 
not provided funding for 
textbook replacements for at 
least the past two bienniums.

fleeing or evading police. He 
was also served with multiple 
outstanding bench warrants, 
all for alcohol intoxication in 
a public place, from Martin 
and Johnson counties.

After being transported to 
the courthouse for booking, 
Fletcher requested to use the 
restroom, and was accompa- 
nied by Deputy Wes Horn to 
the restroom, where he 
attempted to run again, the 
report said. 

Fletcher made it outside 
the courthouse before being 
caught by Horn, according to 
the report.

and the release said that he 
actually stayed in one store for 
approximately 20 minutes 
talking to the cashier and con- 
tinually switching bills.

afford it. 

“After graduating from 
the University of Kentucky 
with both my BA and MS, I 
started taking classes at 
Morehead State University 
in the fall of 1978, focusing 
on my administrative certifi- 
cates from 1978 to the spring 
semester of 1985,” Arm- 
strong said. “I completed 67 
post graduate hours, all at 
my expense.”

We have audited the Lawrence County Sheriff's Settlement - 2011 Taxes for the 
period April 16, 2011 through April 16, 2012. This tax settlement is the responsibility 
of the Lawrence County Sheriff. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this 
financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted 
in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits con- 
tained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the 
United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriff's Tax Settlements issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require 
that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statement is free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on 
a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial state- 
ment. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and signifi- 
cant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriff's office prepares the financial statement in accor- 
dance with the modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting 
other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 
In our opinion, the accompanying financial statement referred to above presents 
fairly, in all material respects, the Lawrence County Sheriff's taxes charged, credited, 
and paid for the period April 16, 2011 through April 16, 2012, in conformity with the 
modified cash basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report 
dated December 10, 2012 on our consideration of the Sheriff's internal control over 
financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that 
report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial report- 
ing and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on 
the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an inte- 
gral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards 
and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.

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J obless rates rise in 
FTVCO, Big Sandy ADDs

FRANKFORT — Unem- 
ployment rates rose in the FIV- 
CO and Big Sandy area devel- 
opment districts in the final 
month of 2012, according to the 
latest state figures. 

The FIVCO district’s job- 
less rate increased from 7.8 
percent in November 2012 to 



8.9 percent in December 2012, 
while the Big Sandy ADD’s 
rate rose from 10.2 percent to 
11.1 percent. 

In the FIVCO ADD, Boyd 
County had the lowest rate in 
December at 7.5 percent and 
Elliott County had the highest 
at 11.4 percent. 

Other FIVCO rates were 8 
percent in Greenup County, 
10.3 percent in Lawrence 



County and 10.9 percent in 
Carter County. 

Johnson County had the 
lowest December unemploy- 
ment rate in the Big Sandy 
ADD at 9.4 percent, while 
Magoffin County reported the 
highest at 16.9 percent, which 
was also the state’s highest rate.

Monday, Feb. 4, the Big Sandy 
Area Community Action Pro- 
gram (BSACAP) will provide 
free tax preparation services to 
households earning less than 
$50,000. 

BSACAP’s IRS-trained tax 
staff prepare and electronically 
file returns and screen for the 
Earned Income Tax Credit 
(EITC), a refundable federal 
income tax credit for low- to 
moderate-income working indi- 
viduals and families. 

“Our tax program helps put 
money into the pockets of eli- 
gible individuals who might not 
be aware of the tax credits 
available to them,” said 
BSACAP Executive Director 
James Michael Howell. “Also, 
since the service is free, it saves 
people from having to pay 
someone to prepare and file 
their taxes.” 

Filers must present the fol- 
lowing documents: 



• Photo ID and Social Secu- 
rity card for each person on the 
return. 

• All W-2 and/or 1099 
forms. 

• Payments for child care 
expenses (plus name, address, 
employer identification number 
or social security number of 
child care provider), Form 
1098-T, if applicable. 

• Student loan interest paid. 

• Mortgage and property tax 
information. 

• Routing and account infor- 
mation for direct deposit. 

• A copy of 2011 tax return, 
if available.

J ava: How to 
fix your 
biggest 
Internet 
security risk

The weekly - some- 
times daily - security 
scares that occur with the 
Java programming lan- 
guage are starting to 
remind me of the old 
whack-a-mole arcade 
game. 

Researchers or hackers 
discover a major flaw in 
Java. Java’s developer, 
Oracle, whacks it with a 
patch. Another mole pops 
up. Oracle whacks it with a 
patch. 

Many experts say Ora- 
cle is losing this game, or 
isn’t trying very hard to 
win. And computer users 
are paying the price. 

When a vulnerable ver- 
sion of Java is active in a 
Web browser, visiting a 
compromised website is all 
it takes for crooks to sneak 
malware on to your com- 
puter. In most cases, you 
won’t even know the site is 
compromised until it’s too 
late. 

Here’s how to stay safe: 
Stop using Java - or stay on 
top of the upgrades and use 
Java a lot more guardedly. 

I’m going to help you 
do just that. 

But first: What the heck 
is Java, and why is it capa- 
ble of scalding your com- 
puter? 

First developed back in 
1995, Java became ubiqui- 
tous almost overnight 
because it allowed pro- 
grammers to write one pro- 
gram and use it on Win- 
dows, Apple OS X and 
other operating systems. 

Today, Internet brows- 
ers use Java for interactive 
Web content, such as popu- 
lar online games. Comput- 
ers use it to run useful 
programs such as the free 
Office alternative LibreOf- 
fice, and Adobe Creative 
Suite. And Java is pre- 
installed on most new sys- 
tems. It’s estimated that 
Java is running on 850 mil- 
lion computers around the 
world. 

It’s no wonder Java is a 
major target for hackers. It 
doesn’t help that users fre- 
quently don’t know it’s 
installed and run outdated 
versions. 

Java’s security holes 
woke up Apple users last 
year when more than 
600,000 Macs became 
infected with the Flash- 
back malware that targeted 
Java. 

Since then, moles have 
kept popping up through 
other holes. In response to 
the most recent exploit, the 
Department of Homeland 
Security a couple of weeks 
ago recommended that all 
Internet users disable Java 
in their browsers. 

Apple and Mozilla have 
turned off Java plug-ins 
automatically in the latest 
editions of the browsers 
Safari and Firefox, respec- 
tively. But it doesn’t hurt to 
double-check that Java is 
turned off. 

Fortunately, the latest 
version of Java has a one- 
click button just for that 
purpose. That’s handy 
because disabling it manu- 
ally was a hassle, especial- 
ly in Internet Explorer. 

First, make sure you 
have the most recent ver- 
sion of Java from Oracle’s 
site. The latest release as of 
this writing is Version 7 
Update 11. 

To bring up Java’s new 
security settings, go to 
Start»Computer and type 
“Javacpl.exe” in the search 
bar. 

If it doesn’t appear, you 
may have to find it manu- 
ally. Go to Start»Computer 
and open your Local Disk 
(C:). Go to Program Files 
(x86)»Java»jre7»bin 
and scroll down until you 
see “javacpl.exe”. On 
32-bit computers, the file is 
in Program 

Files»Java>jre7»bin.
